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Preserve Steward/Biologist Tasks

» RECON was hired by the City and County in Fall 2009.

» Oversee and coordinate Otay Ranch preserve
management, monitoring, and reporting with the
Wildlite Agencies, the POM, Otay Ranch land owners
who may convey lands within the Preserve, regional
monitoring entities, interested public groups, and the
general public.

» Provide science-based technical recommendations to
POM staff and any contractors retained to conduct
specific management tasks, monitoring, data collection
and analysis, and adaptive management programs.

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IV.C. POM Alternatives Status

» Background

> Joint Powers Agreement (JPA) implements current POM
Structure

> JPA and Phase 2 RMP state that the JPA is to be reviewed
every 5 years

> Previous PMT and PC direction:
+ Explore a Jurisdictional POM

- Explore the transfer of preserve lands located east of
Otay Lakes to other Public Land Managers

IV.C. POM Alternatives Status

» Status

= Jurisdictional POM

= Releasing current obligations will require amendments
= Transfer of Lands
= FWS agrees to uphold the “Baldwin Agreement”
= Amendments are not required for transfers to FWS/NWR, BLM, or DFG

= Transfers to City of San Diego will require amendments

0 FWS response to Jurisdictional POM and Land Transfers

= Management obligations reside with the Jurisdiction that conveyed the land

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IV.C. Future POM Alternatives Status

» Items Considered

> Desire a structure that does not require amendments to
each respective Implementing Agreement

- Amendments may go beyond Otay Ranch proposals

- Potential reevaluation of individual conservation goals

IV.C. Future POM Alternatives Status
» Next Steps

> Maintain current POM structure
- Continue discussions related to land transfers:
- Identify which lands are available for transfer
- Confirm which Agencies are interested in participating

- Coordinate access through the preserve as contemplated
in the Otay Ranch GDP/RMP

- Establish expectations for land transfers

- Consists of 527 acres
- 1,938 dwelling units

- 1,100 acres of open space preserve

- EIR review is approximately 85% complete

- Applicant anticipated to resubmit in November

- Planning Commission is anticipated in December
2013 and Board February 2014
